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NOTES IN SEASON. 


Tue BoweNn-MeErRILL CoMPANY will pub- 
lish on the 25th inst. a novel in a new field, 
by Frederick S. Isham, formerly an editorial 
writer on the Detroit ree Press, entitled 
“The Strollers.”

“The Islander.” The new story is entitled 





“The Opponents,” and deals with latter day 
politics in Kentucky. The opponents, who 
encounter each other’s rivalry in love as well 
as in the contest for election to Congress, are 
strikingly and dramatically contrasted. They 
have also in preparation a new novel by Ben- 
jamin Swift, author of “The Tormentor,” etc., 
entitled “The Game of Love;” and a novel 
entitled “The Master of Caxton,” by Hilde- 
gard Brooks, whose first novel, “Without a 
Warrant,” won prompt recognition last spring. 


DousLepAy, Pace & Co. have in prepara- 
tion an unpublished work by the late Sidney 
Lanier, entitled “Shakespeare and His Fore- 
runners: Studies in Elizabethan Poetry and 
Its Development from Early English.” It 
consists of two series of popular lectures. 
About an eighth of its contents has appeared 
in print, but the book is practically entirely 
new to the reading public. Among the sub- 
jects with which it deals are “Sonnet Mak- 
ers,” “Pronunciation of Shakespeare’s Time,”

will be brought out in two volumes, elab- 
orately illustrated with portraits, facsimiles, 
reproductions of title-pages and pictorial mat- 
ter intended to give the reader the feeling 
and color of the time.

PUBLISHERS’ TRADE CATALOGUES. 


To make information gained by the few 
practically available to the many has become 
an art, if not a science, in our busy age. The 
handbooks, codes, tables, etc., in which the 
iacts of almost every trade have been put 
within the reach of its followers are models 
of clever systematizing, almost infallible ac- 
curacy, and wholly marvellous condensation. 

Almost everything anybody desires or needs 
to know may be found within the covers of a 
book. Where is the special book wanted to 
be found? Elaborate catalogues of books cov- 
ering certain periods, made with great care 
and at great expense, are beyond the reach of 
many booksellers, who are obliged, more or 
less, to rely for information upon the pub- 
lishers’ catalogues. For almost thirty years 
these catalogues have been bound up and fur- 
nished to the bookseller under the title of 
“The Publishers’ Trade List Annual.” This 
fountain-head, as it were, of information con- 
cerning the stock in trade of the publishers, 
is to be provided this year, for the second 
time in its existence, with a comprehensive 
index. 

Much time and labor has been spent in de- 
vising a system for this index that shall enable 


the searcher to turn quickly to the publisher’s 
catalogue for full information. Many of the 
catalogues that are to be included in this 
year’s volume are accurately alphabeted and 
include a good individual index; but many 
more, unfortunately, are gotten up on a plan 
that would sorely try the patience of a man of 
leisure who might wish to look up information 
in them, say nothing of the busy bookseller. 

Perhaps it is not too late to offer a few 
practical suggestions to publishers now pre- 
paring lists for insertion in “The Publishers’ 
Trade List Annual” which would make their 
catalogues far more valuable to the bookseller, 
and without doubt would lead to the selling 
of more books. Time is the one thing that 
grows less as business and prosperity increase, 
and the book quickest found often sells ahead 
of the better book. 

1. A publisher’s catalogue primarily is in- 
tended for the bookseller and for others who 
sell books. There is no need of display, or 
pictures, or advertising “puff.” To fit it to 
its purpose it should be printed in good, clear, 
uniform type, on good white paper of about 
forty pounds in weight, and 28 x 42 in size. 

2. The catalogue should be arranged in 
strict alphabetical order. In looking quickly 
down a list, if an entry is missing from its 
proper position, the bookseller concludes it is 
not there, and is apt to give up the search at 
once. More often than not, his eye fails to 
catch the missing entry three or four words 
down, or perhaps on another page. 

3. A uniform method of entry is to be de- 
sired, if not imperative. An author’s books 
should either be put under his own name or 
under his pseudonym; they certainly should 
not, as happens quite frequently, be scattered 
promiscuously under both. 

4. The full given names of the authors 
should be given in every case whenever 
known, not only the initials; of course the 
initials must answer if the given name can- 
not be ascertained. Many catalogues that 
are otherwise satisfactory give no initials at 
all. When about 200 catalogues are indexed, 
the same family name naturally occurs many 
times, and there is no way of alphabeting ac- 
curately except by the names or initials. 

5. If the cataloguer can afford to give a 
title as well as an author entry, let him never 
begin such entry with a, an or the, or their 
equivalents in foreign languages. 

6. A short title index should accompany 
every catalogue, giving the page on which the 
book appears. These titles should be “catch 
titles” rather than verbatim titles. Customers 
seldom remember the exact title of a book. 
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They know who it is by or what it is about. 
Therefore the short title index should be so 
made that all books on one subject come to- 
gether, and enable a bookseller to see at a 
glance what each publisher may have on a 
given subject. 

7. Entries must not be duplicated, as dif- 
ferent details about the same book in several 
parts of the catalogue are confusing. All in- 
formation concerning one book should appear 
in one place only. 

8. Publishers of long series should alphabet 
them either under author or title, (author is 
preferable;) but they should decide on one or 
the other and keep the entries uniform. The 
series numbers may be affixed, but these need 
not be consecutive. If for commercial pur- 
poses the numbers are necessary, it would be 
well to include the series in both ways in the 
catalogue. 

9. Every catalogue, if it only covers two 
pages, should be printed with the publisher’s 
firm name as a running head on every page. 
Many catalogues are so printed that much 
time is lost to find the publisher’s name. 
When the publisher’s lists are put together in 
the “Trade List Annual” the convenience of 
such a running head will at once be appre- 
ciated. No matter where the book is opened 
the reader knows at once where “he is at.” 

10. The trade catalogue and the catalogues 
intended for distribution among the public 
should be kept apart. Some publishers to 
whom we have appealed in this matter have 
seen the advantage of a plain, condensed, al- 
phabeted catalogue for the bookseller, and are 
reshaping their lists accordingly. 

For the benefit of those interested, we re- 
print below the suggestions for a model trade 
catalogue, brought out in response to a Prize 
Question on Publishers’ Trade Lists in THE 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY some years ago: 


THE BEST CATALOGUE, 


I. Descriptive (full title) list. (a). Classi- 
fied departments, with table of contents pre- 
fixed. [Note—Whether the classification 
should be literary, as “Fiction,” “Poetry,” etc., 
or commercial, by specialties of the house and 
the like, will generally depend upon the size 
and character of the stock. The larger houses 
generally combine the two.] 

(b). Arrangement in each department al- 
phabetically by authors. [With two authors 
of the same family name, by first initials. ] 

(c). Entry, as follows: 1, author’s family 
name; 2, initials and titles of author; 3, ver- 
batim copy of title-page (abridging verbo- 
sity) ; 4, characterization of edition; 5, illus- 
trations or maps; 6, number of volumes, only 
when more than one; 7, size; [We should add 
here: 8, number of pages (more important 
than is generally recognized) ; 9, year of pub- 


lication; 10, styles of binding; 11, retail prices; 
12, designation of “special” terms or books by 
asterisk attached to price. 

Pictures and press notices, except when 
brief and descriptive of the book, excluded. 

Clear and well-balanced typography; au- 
thor’s family name in heavy-face type, re- 
placed by dash in following works by same 
author. With more than one author of same 
family name, that name repeated at first book 
of each. Any explanatory notes in italics. 
First line of each entry flush, the others in- 
dented. 


[The latter—such as 

Epipemics, Anstie’s Notes on. 12°. Cloth, $1. 

FrEEMASONRY, Findel’s History of. 8°. Cloth, $5— 
should be more frequent than in any existing cata- 
logue, for it is exceedingty useful. In the larger 
lists containing a number of books on the same sub- 
ject, such references as the following may answer: 

Cuemistry. See Morton and Leeds; Muspratt, S.; 
Pelouze and Fremy; Rand, B. H., etc., etc.] 


[Each title condensed into one line, where 
possible, but to include author’s initials, edi- 
tion, illustrations, number of volumes, size, 
binding, price (all abbreviated to the fewest 
possible letters), and asterisk for “special.” 
We would also add reference to page of full- 
title entry, which can be managed best by 
placing small figures in parenthesis previous 
to the other particulars. ] 

[The type should be small (not too small) 
and clear. First words only should be in 
capitals and small capitals. New books (say 
those published since issue of previous cat- 
alogue) and books in press may be brought 
out in heavier face type, as in Harpers’ list. ] 

[III. A supplementary list of new and forth- 
coming publications is often a useful feature, 
and may best precede the descriptive list, that 
the index may uniformly be found at the end. 
This will permit the insertion of new recent 
lists without interfering with the body of the 
catalogue. | 


We may add to this that the trade-list 
should follow the now general style of a 
double-column octavo page, with the name of 
the firm prominently printed at the head, and 
for postal and ANNUAL purposes, as already 
pointed out, printed on a thin but opaque 
paper. A catalogue prepared on this plan has 
the advantage that it answers the purposes of 
the bookbuyer as well as the bookseller, while, 
if it is desired to distribute a catalogue widely 
at small expense, the second part serves a 
useful end by itself. It is to be remembered, 
however, that in examining a publisher’s cat- 
alogue, very few would patiently read through 
an alphabet list, while every one readily ex- 
amines a descriptive list comfortably arranged 
by departments. A full descriptive title is al- 
most indispensable either for public or trade 
purposes. Books are frequently ordered from 
catalogues, and when they cannot be seen be- 
fore ordering, the buyer should have the op- 
portunity of seeing at least what the author 
puts on the “face,” or what he promises on 
the title-page, which with every careful author 
is a matter of serious and long consideration. 
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For like reasons, such a catalogue is desirable 
to the salesman, who is also expected to se- 
cure orders for books not on hand, though in 
the ordinary course of business the bookseller 
is most frequently called upor for a known 
book, which he simply has to look up in an 
alphabetical list. 

We trust publishers will take these sugges- 
tions practically to themselves, remembering 
that this advice gives the concentrated ex- 
perience of the trade, as well as that of the 
indexers of the present volume of the “Pub- 
lishers’ Trade List Annual.” 





WE print elsewhere in this issue a report of 
the joint meeting of the Pennsylvania Library 
Club and the New Jersey Library Association, 
held at Atlantic City on March 14-17, giving 
the details of a discussion of the effect of the 
net price system upon the public libraries. 
In lieu of editorial comment on the discus- 
sion we reprint below from the February is- 
sue of The Library Journal, a communication 
addressed by Mr. Charles Scribner, the presi- 
cent of the American Publishers’ Association, 
to Mr. W. T. Peoples of the New York Mer- 
cantile Library, chairman of the American 
Library Association Committee on the Rela- 
tions of Libraries with the Booktrade. Mr. 
Scribner, it seems to us, answers the charges 
made in regard to prices satisfactorily. 
Whether the American Publishers’ Associa- 
tion can be induced to consider increasing the 
discount to libraries remains to be seen; it 
would certainly require more valid arguments 
to bring this about than those advanced thus 
far. Mr. Scribner’s letter is as follows: 


... “1. The publishers are not seeking to 
increase the prices received by them for their 
books. On the contrary, a careful review of 
cur new net prices shows that the average 
price obtained by us is less than under the 
old system. The object of the association 
is to protect the retail dealer (upon certain 
books and for a year) from a ruinous cut- 
ting of the retail price—to make it profit- 
able to deal in our publications. 

“2. We have not attempted to fix the 
prices of books, Publishers fix their own 
prices without any interference by the asso- 
ciation. What we are trying to do is to 
maintain the retail price for a year. 

“T do not think the association would be 
willing to attempt any regulation of the re- 
tail price. If the prices of net books are in 
any cases too high it would be natural and 
right that such books should suffer, and I 
hope librarians will discriminate against 
them. 

“Undoubtedly librarians are expected to pay 
more for their books, and this is necessary if 
the publishers wish to make it possible for 
the booksellers to supply net books to libra- 
ries at a profit. There may also be some 


cases in which prices are too high under the 
new system (as they would be under any 
system), but I think they are comparatively 
few in number, I have looked up the various 
books referred to, and in almost every in- 
stance the reason for the price is clear. In 
the case of Birrell’s new book, published by 
us, though the price is $1, the same as the 
‘Obiter Dicta’ volumes, published some years 
ago, it is forgotten that those books were 
published before the International Copyright 
Bill was passed, and therefore in competition 
with reprints not paying royalty. $1 is not 
an excessive price for the new book. Con- 
cerning the comparison of American with Eng- 
lish prices, I would write that, so far as my 
experience goes, it is not customary to give 
much consideration to the English price when 
a book is protected by copyright. Upon the 
whole I think it will be found that the Amer- 
ican prices compare very favorably with the 
English prices, particularly upon books of 
high class, but this is due to the business 
conditions in the two countries. We do not 
inquire what the English price is to be before 
we fix our own, It should be remembered 
also that when an English book is published 
net, there is no discount to libraries. 

“As I have written before, it will give me. 
pleasure to give any information desired by 
you or the other members of your committee. 
I might add that at the last meeting of the 
Publishers’ Association a committee was ap- 
pointed (of which Mr. Dodd is chairman) 
tv look into the question of prices and dis- 
counts.

WORK OF THE AMERICAN TRACT 
SOCIETY. 


THE annual meeting of the American Tract 
Society was held in St. John’s Church, at 
Washington, D. C., on March 16. The Rev. 
Dr, Mackay-Smith, rector of the church, in 
the course of his address spoke of the past 
and present history of the Society at home 
and abroad. 

The report of the secretary shows that 
thirty-seven new publications have been 
added to the lists of the Society during the 
past year, twenty being in English and the 
others in German, Spanish, Italian and Dutch, 
The whole number of publications issued in 
seventy-seven years in 153 languages or dia- 
lects aggregated 800,000,000. The number of 
periodicals circulated during the last twelve 
months was 2,600,000. The colportage work 
of the Society, the report says, was the print- 
ing and distribution of the Bible among those 
in destitution. In the sixty-one years up- 
ward of 16,000,000 family visits had been 
made. Colporters have been placed in Chi- 
cago, Cleveland and Detroit to work exclu- 
sively among the Poles and Bohemians. 
Christian literature to the number of 2,639,- 
520 pages, printed in the Spanish language, 
had been sent to Cuba and the Philippines 
during and since the Spanish war, and 5,600,- 
000 pages to other Spanish-speaking countries, 
10,017,975 pages of Christian reading had been 
distributed in the army and navy. 
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NET PRICES AND PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 


Tue effect upon public libraries of the 
present net price system, as maintained by the 
American Publishers’ Association was the 
most important subject of discussion at the 
joint meeting of the Pennsylvania Library 
Club and the New Jersey Library Association, 
held at Atlantic City, N. J., on March 14-17. 
Many librarians were present from other East- 
ern States, and the libraries represented in 
the discussion ranged from the smaller pub- 
lic libraries, such as that of Wilmington, 
Del., to school libraries like the Brooklyn 
Polytechnic Institute, college and university 
libraries, like Bryn Mawr, Drew Theological, 
Princeton and Harvard, large city libraries 
like those of Newark, N. J., Brooklyn and 
Baltimore, subscription libraries, like the New 
York Mercantile, and state collections like 
the New York State Library. 

The subject was introduced by a detailed 
report by George F. Bowerman, librarian of 
the Wilmington (Del.) Institute Library. 
Mr. Bowerman spoke as representative of a 
committee appointed by the Pennsylvania Li- 
brary Club to consider the question of net 
prices in relation to public libraries. He said 
that at the outset the fact must ‘be insisted 
upon that there is no antagonism between 
publishers and booksellers on the one hand 
and librarians on the other. “There was a 
time, in the early days of the library move- 
ment, when booksellers and perhaps publish- 
ers looked askance at public libraries, con- 
sidering that for every book sold to a public 
library five might have been sold to private 
purchasers were there no public libraries. 
Leaving out of the account the large number 
of school duplicates bought by libraries and 
reference books which private persons would 
never purchase, publishers and booksellers 
will now generally concede, I think, that the 
circulation of books by public libraries still 
further increases their trade by implanting 
in the minds of readers a desire to possess 
their own private collections of books. Every- 
where that the public library goes it induces 
a love for books, but no public library takes 
the place of private libraries. Almost any 
local bookseller will agree that the pubiic li- 
brary in his town has greatly stimulated the 
purchase of books by private individuals.” 

It was stated that publishers, booksellers, 
and librarians were also united in their desire 
to perpetuate the local bookstore, and that the 
new net system, when planned, was regarded 
with favor by librarians, as a means of saving 
the local bookstore from annihilation by the 
Gepartment store. Mr. Bowerman added: “I 
have always believed that if bookstores of 
high grade, such, for example, as the Old 
Corner Bookstore in Boston, could be planted 
throughout the country in every town of any 
considerable size, they would do an educa- 
tional work for their communities only less 
important than that done by the public li- 
braries.” 

But the result of the net system had been 
to raise the cost of books to libraries far above 
the increase of eight or ten per cent, that had 
been expected. Careful tabulation of the in- 
crease of prices in a large number of series, 
in which comparison with former prices was 
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possible, showed that “seven of the most 
prominent publishers have made an average 
increase in the net cost of their publications 
of 24 per cent. Analyzing this list we find 
that the per cent. of increased cost to libraries 
runs from 12 per cent. advance in the case of 
one item to a 36 per cent. advance in the case 
of three items. When it was first brought to 
the attention of publishers that there had been 
an advance in the cost to libraries, the publish- 
ers took refuge in the excuse that there had 
been an increased cost in paper stock, in labor 
and in advertising. It seems unlikely, how- 
ever, that they will maintain that there has 
been an average advance of 24 per cent. in the 
cost of production. From the point of view 
of the librarian, this increased cost in the price 
oi books appears to have been in large part an 
advance made for the benefit of the publisher 
himself, rather than for the much-beloved 
local bookseller. This is a serious matter to 
libraries. It simply means that with present 
appropriations libraries must buy 25 per cent. 
fewer books than in the past. City councils 
are ordinarily much more likely to reduce ap- 
propriations than they are to increase them. 
Every live library is constantly trying to get 
more and more readers. In turn, the demands 
of those readers are such that a larger and 
larger number of books must be bought each 
year to satisfy them. But this action of the 
publishers at once reduces by 25 per cent. our 
ability to supply the demand, provided it is 
no larger than that of last year, to say noth- 
ing of meeting progressively increased de- 
mands.” 

It was pointed out that, if the representa- 
tions made to the publishers by local library 
associations throughout the country and by the 
national association of libraries resulted in 
no concessions, librarians would be obliged to 
meet the difficult conditions by devices and 
makeshifts in bookbuying. Among these a 
larger use of remainder catalogs, of auction 
sales, and of importation were suggested. 
“Every year it is possible from remainder 
catalogs, chiefly English, to buy at one-third 
to one-half price books published the year be- 
fore, and then considered too expensive, There 
are large numbers of books which it is not 
at all necessary to have as soon as published, 
but which even though bought a vear or so 
after publication are of the utmost value to 
libraries. These can be bought in practically 
new condition from remainder catalogs. The 
same is true in the case of purchases made 
through such auction houses as Bangs of New 
York and Libbie of Boston. Partly because 
English books are almost always better printed 
on better paper (if not in ali cases quite so 
well bound) it is a wise policy for libraries 
to make large importations rather than to 
confine their purchases to books of domestic 
manufacture. New fiction of course costs 
more when imported than if bought at home; 
but in the case of a large number of other 
books, provided one can wait six weeks or 
two months, it is possible to get an edition 
equally good and frequently better, put down 
in New York at a lower price than the Ameri- 
can edition can be bought.” Instances were 
given of a number of publications, which if 
imported would cost libraries from 14 to 42 
per cent. less than if bought here under the 
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present discount rate. The fact was empha- 
sized, however, that “if equitable conditions 
could be arranged libraries would prefer to 
buy American editions.” In conclusion Mr. 
Bowerman said: 

“To sum up, let us ask why librarians apply 
to publishers for a more equitable adjust- 
ment of prices, or if not that, then for larger 
discounts. Is it because libraries are philan- 
thropic institutions, and for that reason de- 
serve special consideration? By no means. 
Our reasons are based solely on business 
principles. In the first place, libraries taken 
collectively and in many cases individually 
are large purchasers, the business is steady 
and sure and all accounts are good; secondly, 
public libraries foster larger and larger pri- 
sate purchases, and thus make business for 
publishers and booksellers; thirdly, the re- 
cuction of their ability to buy enough to sup- 
ply needs cripples their usefulness, discredits 
them locally and thus sooner or later will 
surely decrease the volume of their pur- 
chases; fourthly, it will compel them to re- 
duce the purchases of current net books to a 
minimum, and devote available funds to pur- 
chases from second-hand, remainder and auc- 
tion catalogues, and especially to importations, 
It may be assumed that publishers want the 
library trade. It seems to me that by the 
continuance of this system they are pursuing 
the best possible course to defeat that end.” 

This report was the basis of a general dis- 
cussion. The reasons upon which libraries 
based their claim for better discount rates 
were stated as: 

1. The simple commercial reason of their 
large and regular purchases. It was pointed 
out that the annual total purchases of most 
public, or college libraries was largely in 
excess of the purchases of many small retail 
Gealers, who nevertheless received a discount 
more than twice as large. 

2. The services rendered to publishers and 
te the book buying public in the publicity 
given to the books through the libraries. The 
shelves for “newest books,” the opportunities 
offered for the examination of new publica- 
tions, generally more full and convenient than 
the local bookstore afforded, were regarded 
as direct aids to the private purchase of books. 
It was stated that many local dealers when 
questioned about books that they did not carry 
in stock always as a matter of course referred 
the inquirer to the public library, where the 
book was frequently examined and the order 
for its purchase then left with the dealer; 
while libraries were always ready to give sug- 
gestions and information to intending buyers. 

3. The fact that the library trade was gen- 
erally a matter of pride and presumably of 
profit to many local dealers, and that the lat- 
ter in most cases would be glad to grant bet- 
ter terms. Various instances were given 
showing that the present rule for library dis- 
counts was frequently honored in the breach, 
so that there was a great inequality of prac- 
tice, that was essentially unfair. 

A resolution was submitted, expressing the 
opinion that libraries should receive the same 
discount as local dealers. This was amended, 
on the suggestion of J. C. Dana that a definite 
rate should be asked for. The resolution, as 
adopted, is as follows: 
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“Whereas, The Pennsylvania Library Club and the 
New Jersey Library Association recognize that the 
interests of publishers and libraries are closely con 
nected, and : 

Whereas, We believe that the present net pric 
system instituted by the American Publishers’ A< 
sociation does not conserve the mutual interests 
publishers and libraries, 

Resolved, That the American Publishers’ Asso. 
ciation be requested to consent that dealers and pub- 
lishers be permitted to give to libraries a 


up to twenty-five per cent. (25 % 


discount 
) on net books.” 

The general subject was taken up again in 
a later meeting, which was wholly informal 
and intended only for the direct personal in- 
terchange of opinion and experience. One 
of the projects discussed was the practicabili- 
ty of forming a national co-operative buying 
union on the part of libraries, with a selling 
agent in New York; although it was felt by 
others that concessions in discounts that 
would permit the employment of local deal- 
ers would be preferable, especially for the 
smaller libraries. 


AMERICAN NEWS COMPANY ROBBED. 


THREE employees of the American News 
Company, New York, and two outsiders were 
arraigned in the Jefferson Market police court 
on the 18th inst. on a charge of having robbed 
the company of several thousand dollars by 
systematic thefts of new magazines and pe- 
riodicals. The prisoners were Thomas S. 
Haliday, of 198 Ocean Avenue, Jersey City; 
Henry C. Platt, of 302 Knickerbocker Avenue, 
Brooklyn; William McDonald, of 74 South 
Eighth Street, Brooklyn; John Manning, of 
11 Madison Street, and Dave Coleman, alias 


-Smith, address refused. 


Manning, who keeps a news-stand in front 
of the Register’s office in the City Hali Park, 
and his assistant, Coleman, were charged with 
receiving stolen goods. All were remanded 
to police headquarters. 

The men were arrested early on Tuesday 
this week in front of Manning’s stand. The 
three employes were delivering bundles con- 
taining 246 copies of the April issue of two 
magazines, which had been stolen from the 
company. 


RARE SPANISH LIBRARY. 


ArcHer M. Huntincton, of New York 
City, has recently returned from Europe with 
21,000 volumes and manuscripts for his pri- 
vate collection of Spanish literature, which 
is said to be unrivalled in the world. Mr. 
Huntington, in collecting his rare books and 
parchments, left the beaten paths of travel in 
Spain and struck across the mountains with a 
mule train, and unearthed the treasures ol 
isolated monasteries. 

The period of Spanish literature before the 
invention of printing is thoroughly covered 
by over 580 manuscripts in the collection. Of 
first editions the collector has a dozen copies 
of Cervantes’s “Don Quixote,” a “Cancionero 
General,” “Romancero General,” “Chronicle 
of the Cid,” “Boscan,” “Camoéns,” “Lope de 
Vega Carpio;” also a “Camoéns,” published 
in Madrid in 1609; a “Reportorio de Cami- 
nos” of 1546, a “Medina del Campo,” and a 
“La Araucana of Ercilla,” dated 1569, of 
which only one copy is known to exist.

W. W. Jacorss, the author of “Many Car- 
goes,” will bring out shortly a new book en- 
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titled “At Sunwich Port.” Mr. jacobs, ac- 
cording to the London correspondent of the 
New York Herald, is “a slight and fair man 
and looks considerably less than his thirty- 
eight years. As in the case of many others, 
it was some time before his talent was recog- 
nized by editors. The first of the ‘Many Car- 
goes’ series of stories was refused by thirteen 
editors before finally appearing in TJo-Day. 
Then, under the editorship of Mr. Jerome, 
who wrote asking for more, Mr. Jacobs 
started the humorous exploitation of the 
Lower Thames. One of the stories in ‘Many 
Cargoes’ was sent to the late Mr. James Payn, 
then editor of the Corn/ill, and was refused 
by him. A year or two afterward Mr. Payn 
recommended the completed volume for the 
Academy's prize of the best book of the year. 
His unique knowledge of the Lower Thames 
was acquired by him with a small coaster 
which he possesses and when he was living at 
Wapping, where his father had a wharf. Two 
of his short stories have been dramatized. 
He has ideas of writing an original play.”

Smoker’s Text-book,” by G. Hamer, a charm- 
ing reprint of choice bits, had a wide circu- 
lation. 

Dr. GeorGE WILLIAM WaArreEN, the well- 
known organist and composer, died on the 
16th inst. at his home in New York. He 
was born in Racine, Wis., August 17, 1828, and 
early in life went to Albany, N. Y., where he 
entered the hardware business as a member 
of the firm of Warren & Steele. He became 
organist of St. Peter’s and later of St. Paul’s, 
both of Albany. Later he went to Brooklyn 
as organist in Holy Trinity and in 1870 he be- 
came organist of St. Thomas’s Protestant 
Episcopa! Church, New York, where he re- 
mained until 1900. He was the author of 
much church music, and was a composer of 
many scores. His “Tam o’ Shanter” sold 
three million copies. 
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Tue Ricut Hon, Sir RicHArp TEMPLE died 
in London, March 17. He was born in 1826, 
and entered the third class of the Bengal civil 
service in 1846. He was secretary to Sir 
John Laurence in the Punjab. He was Chief 
Commissioner of the Central Provinces, Fi- 
nance Minister, etc., from 1868 to 1874; Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Bengal in 1875 and Gover- 
nor of the Presidency of Bombay from 1877 
to 1880, when he returned to England. From 
1885 until 1892 he represented in the House 
of Commons the Evesham division of Wor- 
cestershire, and from 1892 until 1895, when 
he retired from Parliament, he sat for the 
Kingston division of Surrey. He was ap- 
pointed a Privy Councillor in 1896. His pub- 
lished works include “India in 1880,” “Men 
and Events of My Time in India,” “Oriental 
Experience,” “Cosmopolitan Essays,” “Pales- 
tine Illustrated,” “The Story of My Life,” 
“Sixty Years of the Queen’s Reign,” “A 
Bird's-eye View of Picturesque India,” “Life 
in Parliament and the House of Commons,” 
and a life of James Thomason.

THE most widelv known and _  oftenest 

quoted verse in the English language is 

“Thirty days hath November, 

April, June and September, 

February hath XXVIII alone, 

And all the rest have XXXI.” 
It is the one thing learned at school that 
nobody forgets, the one aid to memory that 
really helps remembrance. Yet probably not 
one person in a hundred thousand who habit- 
ually use it in every-day life recollects or has 
ever known the name of its author. Richard 
Grafton, who wrote this immortal poem, was 
one of the earliest and most distinguished of 
English publishers. He embarked in the 
business only about sixty years later than 
Caxton, “the father of English printing,” and 
between 1539 and 1553 brought out “The 
Great Bible,” (Matthew’s,) “Coverdale’s 
Translation of the New Testament,” “Actes 
of Parliament,” and other books. The name 
of Grafton has lately been rescued from ob- 
scurity, and made familiar to the reading 
public at least, by a firm of New York pub- 
lishers, who have established The Grafton 
Press, thereby reviving a title honored 350 
years ago. 


T. FisHer UNWIN has just ready a new 
work on “Labor * Legislation, Labor Move- 
ments, and Labor Leaders,” by George How- 
ell, recently member of Parliament for North 
East Bethnal Green. The book shows, among 
other things, how the two great political par- 
ties in Great Britain dealt with labor ques- 
tions, and to whom was due the remedial leg- 
islation of the last seventy-five years of the 
nineteenth century. Mr. Unwin has also just 
ready Dr, G, M. Theal’s new work, “The Be- 
ginning of South African History.” The 
book commences with a description of the re- 
mains of paleolithic man found in South 
Africa.
